The navy , in a lengthy summary 
of the Aleutian action to date, dis­ 
closed for the first time that "op- 
proximately ” 44 army and navy 
men were k illed and 49 wounded, 
and that one civilian employ e was 
k illed in the June 3-4 raid on 
Dutch Harbor, 
The Japs have made no further 
i attack s on American military in- 


1 Rtallatlons in Alask a or the Aleu- 
I tians since then, but United States 
I army and navy forces have sunk 
or damaged an official total of at 
least 13 warships, the navy reveal­ 
ed. 
(Unofficial 
compilations 
bring 
the total of Jap invasion ships 
sunk or damaged to at least 16.) 
Original Disclosure Confirmed 
On June 3, the navy had an­ 
nounced a second raid on Dutch 
Harbor, but subsequently announ­ 
ced that this appeared to have 
been merely a reconnaissance by 
the Japs. 
A few day s later, It was announ­ 
ced in the Canadian parliament 
that Dutch Harbor had been at­ 
tack ed again. 
At the time the 
navy said it had no Information on 
the subject. 
Yesterday ’s communique official­ 
ly confirmed the original disclos­ 
ure of a second attack . 
The navy said there has been 
"no material change in the gen­ 
eral situation” in the Aleutians 
since July 11 when army aircraft 
bombed a Jap cruiser in Kisk a 
with undetermined results.

Messengers were used to report 
hypothetical cases of lights left 
burning, and to put wardens on the 
alert.

WASHINGTON,

tails of Japan’s June attack on 
Dutch Harbor were unfolded Fri­ 
day by tbe navy department, which 
revealed officially for the first 
time that the Alaskan outpost un­ 
derwent a second heavy'raid the 
day after the initial thrust and 
that a third island on the western 
tip of the Aleutian chain—Agattu 
—has been occupied by the Jape. 
Fifteen carrier-based planes op­ 
e ra tin g in five waves, of three 
each, and concentrating in Instal­ 
lations and barracks in and around 
Dutch Harbor and nearby Fort 
Mears. carried out the first attack 
June 3. 
’ 
Next day, after several recon 
nasslance flights, 18 carrier-based 
bombers and 18 fighters attacked 
these same objectives. 
45 Killed, 49 Wounded 
The navy, in a lengthy summary 
of the Aleutian action to date, dis­ 
closed for the first time that “op- 
proximately” 44 army and navy 
men were killed and 49 wounded, 
and that one civilian employe was 
killed in the June 3-4 raid on 
Dutch Harbor. 
The Japs have made no further 
attaeks on American military in­ 
stallations in Alaska or the Aleu­ 
tians since then, but United States 
army and navy forces have sunk 
or damaged an official total of at 
least 13 warships, the navy reveal­ 
ed. 
(Unofficial 
compilations 
bring 
the total of Jap invasion ships 
sunk or damaged to at least 16.) 
Original Disclosure Confirmed 
On June 3, tbe navy had an­ 
nounced a second raid on Dutch 
Harbor, but subsequently announ­ 
ced that this appeared to have 
been merely a reconnaissance by 
the Japs. 
A few days later, it was announ­ 
ced in the Canadian parliament 
that Dutch Harbor had been at­ 
tacked again. 
At the time the 
navy said it had no information on 
the subject. 
Yesterday’s communique official­ 
ly confirmed the original disclos­ 
ure of a second attack. 
The navy said there has been 
“no material change in the gen­ 
eral situation” in the Aleutians 
since July l l when army aircraft 
bombed a Jap cruiser In Kiska 
with undetermined results. 
Kiska 
is one of the two islands In the 
Aleutians previously admitted to 
have been occupied by the Japs. 
Attu is the other. 
All three islands—Attu, Kiska 
and Agattu—were revealed to have 
been undefended. The communique

It 
I» possible to write a complete his­ 
tory of those hectic days of Bor­ 
deaux when the collapse of France 
was complete. The tlmeUble of 
historic days follows: 
JUNE 20: After 31 days of fight­ 
ing. the Germans crossed the Loire 
and the Cher and Invaded Vendee, 
and east of the Rhone cut off the 
retreat of the army of the Alps; 
the Italians struck at three places 
on the French frontier In the Alps, 
at Le Seisne pms, at St. Bernard 
pass and at Queyras.

The reason Is simple. The in­ 
surance company gathered these 
facts: carlessness now causes the 
loss of 460,000,000 man-hours of 
Industrial production a year; kills 
more than 102,500 persons; 
and 
Injures 9,000,000 more. 
Immediately it became apparent 
that if this could be halved or cut 
a third, the savings in manpower 
and 
dollar 
in 
the 
war 
effort 
would be tremendous. That’s why 
the drive is likely to assume the 


proportions of an all-out battle. 
Because 
most accidents accur 
in the home and because these are 
Just as expensive in manpower as 
accidents in the factory or on the 
highway, first attention is being 
directed there, with a nationwide 
distribution 
of 
"warning” 
stick­ 
ers at the danger points. 
A set of simple but all-inclusive 
first aid rule stickers are being 
prepared for pasting inside home 
medicine chests. 
Factory surveys are being made 
with a view to placing warning 
signs at every danger spot. Pri­ 
vately 
sponsored 
poster 
cam­ 
paigns to caution 
workers with 
catch phrases that stick In tke 
mind are being conducted in near­ 
ly all plants working on govern­ 
ment war contracts.

HAT distinguishes this cam­ 
paign 
from 
thoee of peace 
times is summed up In the state­ 
ment of Bruce Black, president of 
the company which started It off 


and 
adopted 
the 
smash-the-sev 
enth-colamn slogan. 
Said Black; “If a man wrecks 
his car, we can pay the money 
loss, but we can’t put a new car 
in his garage. 
"If his house burns down, we 
can spare him a crippling loss, but 
we can’t rebuild hto home until 
the war is over. 
"If a man Is injured on the Job, 
we can pay bis hospital and doc­ 
tor bills. We can make good his 
lost Income. But we can’t fill his 
place 
on 
America’s 
production 
line.” 
That covers it. Lost raw mate­ 
rials through carlessness and ac­ 
cidents are far more damaging to 
the war effort than the failure of 
a scrap drive. Because of priori­ 
ties, lost products can’t be replac­ 
ed. 
And with the manpower prob­ 
lem becoming acute, the loss of 
more than a million and quarter 
man-hours a day is a product of 
carelessness this country no long­ 
er can afford.

'iVTAPfeLLO, la.—Mass production 
VV has hit the corn belt. 
What is 
probably the largest 
corn-hog operation under one man­ 
agement In the nation—a 12,000- 
acre tract of Mississippi and Iowa 
river bottomlands—fans out from 
this southeastern Iowa village. 
That farm is one reason Uncle 
Sam faces optimistically the task 
of feeding a war-torn world. Among 
other returns, he may expect from 
35,000 to 50,000 bushels of corn 
from the 1,000 acres devoted to 
that crop. And more than 250,000 
pounds of pork will be marketed 
by the farm’s owners. 
Actually, Uncle Sam almost is a 
partner in this pork chop paradise, 
for the war department owns and 
leases to a syndicate 6,500 acres. 
Those acres are part of 27,000 
acres formerly a drainage district 
financed by property taxes. The 
district was drained by pumping 
water over the Mississippi river 
levee. During the depre.ssion the 
pumping cost forced virtually all 
the land onto the delinquent tax 
books. 
Subsequently, 
the 
war depart­ 
ment built a Mississippi river dam, 
which Increased seepage, and then 
granted damages to the landown­ 
ers, settling many of the claims by 
buying the land. 
Forcing vital produce from this 
farm is no bed of roses. It’s a con­ 
stant battle with the syndicate’s 


silent and sometimes grumpy part­ 
ner, Old Man River. 
The farm is operated In three 
sections: 
The government 
land, 
a long, relatively narrow strip of 
6,600 acres west of the Mississippi 
river levee; a 3,000-acre block in 
the bend of the Iowa river near its 
confluence with the Mississippi, and 
2,500-acre strip In that part of the 
drainage district which still func­ 
tions.

Be Ground Once More; Rep. Knutson 


Has A New Measure To Offer

R 
ep. HAROLD KNUTSON of MinnesoU Is adopt- 
Ing my suggestion that the proceeds of the 
federal lottery, if It comes Into existence, go to the 
relief of families of servicemen. 
He Informs me that he Intends Introducing a new 
bill in the house of representatives to that effect 
It will replace his H. R. 6687, which jw’ovides for 
the lottery “as a means of raising additional revenue 
for defraying; war expenditures and of filnanclng in­ 
creased federal grants for old age assistance after 
the termination of the pr^ent unlimited national 
emergency.” 
In this revised form, I think Mr. Knutson’s bill 
will have a better chance of being accepted by con­ 
gress than the original draft At a time when the 
hat is being passed among clTlIians to raise money 
for distressed dependents of our fighting men, and 
without adequate resuU, I do not see why there 
should be any hostility to a plan that promises to 
take oare of the entire situation. 
With all the benefit« and collections that bars 
been taking place in the country for army and 
navy relief purposes, the toUl sura that will be 
realized will not exceed a few millions of dollars 
which is wholly insufficient to meet the emergency. 
The federal lottery would produce, at the lowest 
estimate 1250,000,000 a year. This not only would 
cover the relief required but would leave some­ 
thing over for other contingencies. 
M 
y id e a of the lottery is that it should continue 
only during the period of war and perhaps a 
year afterward to gather ui5 the loose ends, but 
should the experiment prove a success It possibly 
might be carried on longer to take care of old age 
assistance. However, I am Interested chiefly In the 
problem of the moment, which to getting the money 
for the families of servicemen. 
I think it was J. EJdgar Hoover, chief of the FBI, 
who estimated some years ago that the American 
public gambled more than 16.000.000.000 a ysar one 
way and another. While I thought at the time that 
the figure was a little high, I now am commencing 
to think It was conservative. In the last few months 
I have received evidence that indicates that lot­ 
tery alone is practiced In various forms throughout 
the country to an extent that must involve millions 
and millions of dollars. 
These forms include "club” drawings for cash 
prizes that have enormous vogue in Smi Francisco 
and other large cities, and in the numbers rackets 
of the east and middlewes-t and the boleta of the 
south. I learn, somewhat to my astonishment, that 
the "club” drawings are deemed legitimate in some 
places though they are undeniably lottery and cer­ 
tainly they have the gambling aspect that some 
persons contend is the objectionable feature of a 
federal lottery. 
M 
o s t of my readers will recognize this objec­ 
tion as a phase of that hypocrisy that is al­ 
ways prevalent In the United States when ques­ 
tions to which the argrument of public morals can 
be applied in some manner. I have no doubt that 
members of churches which tolerate bingo or who 
participate in those movie theater drawings for 
prizes would be hostile to a federal lottery, though 
there is no essential difference between that and 
their own forms of chance-taking. 
Besides the drawings mentioned, we have the 
legalized pari-mutuels gambling on horse racing, in 
which both state and federal governments figure to 
some extent as partners. They take their taxes out 
of the jackpot and, in the case of the state govern­ 
ments, exercise considerable supervision over this 
method of realizing on the gaming instinct of the 
public. 
My train of thought may be somewhat peculiar, 
but I think It the height of hypocrisy for anyone to 
object to the idea of federal lottery while saying 
nothing about the gambling on horse racing. If not 
indeed encouraging it to the extent of attendance 
and participation.

The Science Corner 
By L. A. HAWKINS 
Q.—Are plants stimulated by carbon monoxide? 
A.—Carbon monoxide does bring about changes 
in the growth of plants. For instance, the leaf petiole 
for a time more rapidly when it is put into 
a ooncentratlon of carbon monoxide ranging from 
perhaps 0.1 percent to 1 percent or 2 percent. The 
increase in rate of growth of the petiole is faster 
on the upper side than on the lower side. Cons©- 
quently it turns the leaf down and produces what 
is termed epinasty. Also, carbon monoxide induces 
initiation of roots where they could not ordinarily 
grow. It to likewise a good anaesthetic for plants: 
that to, entirely stopping growth and movement of 
certain organs. It is also a very good anaesthetic 
fbr insects.

v e r y tim* there ie some epeclal reason for buy­ 
ing War Stamps and Bonds it must occur to 
many purchaser# that a lot more could be eold if 
the selling campaign ran at fever heat all the time., 
Unfortunately, every day can't be made a special 
occasion. Furthermore, that isn't the spirit of the 
War 8arlngf idea. That spirit has been embodied 
at Its beet in the plan whereby a certain amount 
ie deducted every pay day for purchase of War 
Bonds. 
The financing of the war and the economic stablll 
sat ton that must be maintained during and after the 
war are not emotlonel projects. They represent the 
boldest and most imaglnatlrs experiment In. the 
management of national resources ever undertaken 
on so vest a scale. 
The United States, fighting for Its life, has dared 
to dream collectively that It can provide the im­ 
petus for a better, braver world by pooling its 
tremendous resources to check the spread of brutal- 
ltarianism—not Just the resources of the rich, or the 
bankers or somebody else, but the resources of til of 
us and our country. 
The United States has dared to dream of doing 
this, moreover, as an Investment. The cost of 
preservation is to be charged off Just as the cost of 
getting rid of termites In a building would be 
charged off—as part of the expense of maintenance. 
Money borrowed from ordinary people to maintain 
the only kind of government in which they are 
permitted any rights will be repaid with Interest. 
It's too bad the Idea can't be made more and more 
sensational by promotion every day for the dura­ 
tion of the war, but for all ordinary purposes It’s 
sensational enough without any promotion at all. 


Learning The Hard Way 
v ifH E N EVER Paul V. McNutt chooses to apeak as 
” chairman of the national manpower commis­ 
tion, which ie often, he adds one more reminder 
that the United States is learning about the cost 
of neglecting its labor supply. What Mr. McNutt 
has to say these days Is always the same: There 
Is a shortage of skilled labor, and It la growing 
worse In ratio to the Increase of war production. 
The shortage la worse than It needs to be due 
to shortsightedness In the recent ere of unemploy­ 
ment when It actually teemed like a sound Idea to 
prevent workers from learning how to do things 
se they wouldn't be competing for the too few 
existing Jobs. In cases where apprentices were not 
discouraged, the same effect often was obtained 
by lopping off the men over 40 at the other end 
of the age group. 
The result was that In a nation boasting of Its 
productive capacity there was almost no forethought 
glveii to what would happen it the total capacity 
suddenly were to be needed. Not only was there a 
hidden shortage of machines, but a shortage of the 
labor needed to operate the machines—the skilled 
labor of modern times. 
The labor shortage, warns Mr. McNutt, will be­ 
come visibly acute before the end of the year when 
m ost of the machines turned out by rush order will 
be needing operators, who can’t be turned out on 
rush order. In the next year, some of the millions 
Of skilled men needed to back up America s boast 
of being the world's greatest producer will have to

Because most accidents accur 
In the borne and because these are 
ju st as expensive In manpower as 
accidents in the factory or on tbs

ers at the danger points. 
A set of simple but all-inclusive 
first aid rule stickers are being 
prepared for pasting inside home 
medicine chests. 
Factory surveys are being made 
with a view to placing warning 
signs at every danger spot.

paigns to caution 
workers with 
catch phrases that stick in the 
mind are being conducted In near- 
ly all plants working on govern­ 
ment w ar contracts.

APELLO, la.—Mass production 
has hit the corn belt. 
W hat 
is probably the largest 
corn-hog operation under one man­ 
agement in the nation—a 12,000- 
acre tract of Mississippi and Iowa 
river bottomlands—fans out from 
this southeastern Iowa village. 
That farm is one reason Uncle 
Sam faces optimistically the task 
of feeding a war-torn world. Among 
other returns, he may expect from 
85,000 to 50,000 bushels of corn 
from the 1,000 acres devoted to 
that crop. And more than 250.000 
pounds of pork will be marketed 
by the farm ’s owners. 
Actually, Uncle Sam almost Is a 
partner In this pork chop paradise, 
for the war departm ent owns and 
leases to a syndicate 6,500 acres. 
Those acres are part of 27,000 
acres formerly a drainage district 
financed by property taxes. The 
district was drained by pumping 
water over the Mississippi river 
levee. During the depression the 
pumping cost forced virtually all 
the land onto the delinquent tax 
books. 
Subsequently, 
the 
war depart­ 
ment built a Mississippi river dam. 
which Increased seepage, and then 
granted damages to the landown­ 
ers. settling many of the claims by 
buying the land. 
Forcing vital produce from this 
farm is no bed of roses. It s a con­ 
stant battle with the syndicate's 


silent and sometimes grumpy part­ 
ner, Old Man River. 
The farm is operated in three 
sections: 
The government 
land. 
a long, relatively narrow atrip of 
6,500 acres west of the Mississippi 
river levee; a 3,000-acre block In 
the bend of the Iowa river near its 
confluence with the Mississippi, and 
2,500-acre strip In that part of the 
drainage district which still func­ 
tions. 
A ONCE abandoned pump at Port 
Louisa, for instance, is used to 
sta rt seepage draining from the 
governm ent land. Then the pump 
is etopped and w ater Is siphoned 
from the land. 
Should the Mississippi river rise 
higher than the soil to be drained, 
siphoning would stop. 
The syndicate making this fight 
for food is headed by a Wapello 
hotel owner, Kenneth Baker. Striv­ 
ing for banner yields in his 12,000- 
acre victory garden. Baker this 
spring worked IO tractor outfits 
and more than 60 draft animals 
around the clock. 
He supervised the planting of 
1.000 acres of corn. 2,000-3,000 acres 
of soybeans, 700 acres of oats, 300 
acres of wheat and 1,500 acres of 
bay crops. The balance of the 12.- 
OOO acres is pasture, waste land 
and timber. 
W aiting to eat the corn are near­ 
ly 1.500 pigs and shoats, in addi­ 
tion to 300 brood sows. The beef

The Lottery Ax 


With Or Without Permission It Will 


Be Ground Once More; Rep. Knutson 


Has A New Measure To Offer

R 
EP. HAROLD KNUTSON of M innesota Is adopt* 
tag m y suggestion that the proceeds of the 
federal lottery, lf It comes Into existence, go to the 
relief of families of servicemen. 
He Informs me that he Intends Introducing a new 
bill ta the house of representatives to that effect. 
It will replace his H. R. 6687, which provides for 
the lottery “as a means of raising additional revenue 
for defraying w ar expenditures and of financing In* 
creased federal grants for old age assistance after 
the term ination of the present unlimited national 
emergency.” 
In this revised form, I think Mr. Knutson's bill 
will have a better chance of being accepted by con* 
gross than the original d ra ft A t a tim e when the 
hat is betag passed among civilians to raise money 
for distressed dependents of our fighting men, and 
w ithout adequate result, I do not see why there 
should be any hostility to a plan that promises to 
take care of the entire situation. 
W ith all the benefits and collections that have 
been taking place ta the country for arm y mid 
navy relief purposes, the total sum th at will be 
realized will not exceed a few millions of dollars 
which Is wholly Insufficient to m eet the emergency. 
The federal lottery would produce, a t the lowest 
estim ate 9250,000,000 a year. This not only would 
cover the relief required but would leave aorne* 
thing over for other contingencies. 
M 
Y IDEA of the lottery Is that It should continue 
only during the period of w ar and perhaps a 
year afterw ard to gather ujl the loose ends, but 
should the experiment prove a success It possibly 
might be carried on longer to take care of old age 
assistance. However, I am Interested chiefly In the 
problem of the moment, which Is getting the money 
for the families of servicemen. 
I think it was J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the FBI, 
who estim ated some years ago th at th e American 
public gambled more than $6,000,000,000 a year one 
way and another. While I thought at the time th at 
the figure was a little high, I now am commencing 
to think it was conservative. In the last few months 
I have received evidence that indicates that lot* 
tery alone is practiced In various forms throughout 
the country to an extent that m ust involve millions 
and minions of dollars. 
These forms Include “club” drawings for cash 
prizes that have enormous vogue ta San Francisco 
and other large cities, and in the numbers rackets 
of the east and middlewest and the bolete of the 
south. I learn, somewhat to my astonishm ent, th at 
the “club” drawings are deemed legitim ate In some 
places though they are undeniably lottery and cer­ 
tainly they have the gambling aspect that some 
persons contend is the objectionable feature of a 
federal lottery. 
* 
M 
OST of my readers will recognise this objec­ 
tion as a phase of th at hypocrisy that Is a1* 
ways prevalent in the United States when ques­ 
tions to which the argum ent of public morals can 
be applied in some manner. I have no doubt that 
members of churches which tolerate bingo or who 
participate in those movie theater drawings for 
prises would be hostile to a federal lottery, though 
there Is no essential difference between that and 
their own forms of chance-taking. 
Besides the drawings mentioned, we have the 
legalized pari-mutuels gambling on horse racing, in 
which both state and federal governments figure to 
some extent as partners. They take their taxes out 
of the jackpot and, In the case of the state govern­ 
ments. exercise considerable supervision over this 
method of realising on the gaming Instinct of the 
public. 
My train of thought may be somewhat peculiar, 
but I think it the height of hypocrisy for anyone to 
object to the idea of federal lottery while saying 
nothing about the gambling on horse racing, if not 
indeed encouraging It to the extent of attendance 
and participation.

D 
O N T sit under the apple tree, they’re tinging. 
The fellow who wrote that lyric m ust have 
been brought up In an apartm ent. If he’d ever ta t 
under an apple tree with his sugar pie he’d have 
known better. 
The new Twlllery came equipped with an apple 
tree. The apple tree came equipped with blossoms 
and now there are apples. And don't think for a 
minute they’re not appreciated, because they aren’t 
Apple sauce has flowed like w ater — but bring 
your own sugar. The family schedule has been 
moved up to five meals a day to keep abreast of 
the rivulets of apple products that keep trickling 
out of the kitchen Into the rest of the house. It has 
got so bad th at now when they call you an apple 
dumpling they don’t smile any more. 
Theoretically, one way of getting rid of apples 
Is to win friends and influence people with them. 
Oh what a lovey-dovey apple tree.” they gurgle 
(the sape.) That makes an opening for offering 
them some apples to take home. They can’t expect 
the generous host to crawl around on all-fours pick­ 
ing up the things, be tells them, so they must do 
It themselves. Funny thing, but scarcely anyone has 
been dropping by any more. Do you suppose It could 
be bashfulness or modesty, or do they think they’re 
getting more than their share of apples? 
Two other ways of using nature’s bounty have 
been devised. As each apple falls from the tree it 
lands with a thud. This goes on 24 hours a day and 
can be heard from the porch. Sometimes there’ll be 
three or four thuds close together, than a pause. 
A nickel gets you a dime that the next time one 
apple drops another will drop within 30 seconds.

The Science Corner 
By L. A. H A W K IN S 
Q.—Are plants stimulated by carbon monoxide? 
A.—Carbon monoxide does bring about changes 
in the growth of plants. For Instance, the leaf petiole 
grow* for a tim e more rapidly when It is put Into 
a* concentration of carbon monoxide ranging from 
perhaps 0.1 percent to I percent or 2 percent. The 
increase in rate of growth of the petiole is faster 
on the upper side than on the lower side. Conse­ 
quently it turns the leaf down and produces what 
Is termed epinasty. Also, carbon monoxide Induces 
initiation of roots where they could not ordinarily 
grow. It Is likewise a good anaesthetic for plants: 
that Is. entirely stopping growth and movement of 
certain organs. It is also a very good anaesthetic 
for insects.

NE young officer - instructor, 
who had been a teacher of 
English in a big state university 
antu a year or so ago, said to 
me, "I never before encountered 
boys of this age who talked or 
thought 
about 
anything 
except 
girls—but here they do. Here they 
have two subjects, and girls are 
only the second. Flying is the 
first.’’ . . . 
I asked a lot of the cadets (at 
different times, and individually) 
why they had 
picked 
the Air 
Force, and what their particular 
reasons were for the choice; and 
they said, “Oh, I don’t know. I 
Always wanted to fly planes,” or, 
“I’ve always been interested in 
aviation.” That was virtually the 
invariable answer—no heroics, no 
dramatics, no hoorah; just the sim­ 
ple statement. It was typical of 
all they said about their present 
job, and their future prospects. 
Nobody mentioned patriotism — 
just as nobody mentioned danger. 
There was a thing to be done, and 
they were here to learn how to do 
it; qnd it went without saying. 
Nobody even said, “I want to get 
a crack at those Jape,” or any­ 
thing like that. When you are 
learning to pilot bombers, or sin­ 
gle-motor • pursuit planes, you can 
keep still and leave brash phrases 
to the laymen. 
Some of them even Introduced 
a commercial angle,, having to do 
with after-the-war. “And then too,” 
they’d say, “I figure that aviation 
will be more important than ever, 
after the war is over, and I’ll be 
able to make good money as a 
commercial pilot. . . . I mean, 
if it works out that way for me,” 
they amend, quite unemotionally; 
and they smile straight at you. 
Or they say, “But of course I sup­ 
pose that’s looking pretty far into 
the future.” 
AND that’s the way they are, 
you see. That’s as close as 
they come to acknowledging that 
there is any risk whatever in­ 
volved In what they’re doing. I 
found It that way at all the fields 
visited, and with all the cadets 
I talked to. They seem afraid of 
only one thing in the world—and 
that’s of falling in their training 
course, or “washing out”, as it’s 
called. No other threat or peril or 
hazard seems to bother them at 
all. 
I never saw anything like it in 
my life. 
They have a special argot — 
some of it quite fearful and won­ 
derful—and I did my hest to learn 
it. They all helped me, and I 
took it down. 
In the primary stage of their 
training, 
they 
call 
themselves 
“dodoes”, with a big, meek grin; 
and any dodo who thinks he’s a 
flier already 
Is 
called 
a 
“hot 
pilot” 
scathingly. 
The 
training 
planes are known as “tin geese”, 
and you take them upstairs when 
you fly them, and when you get 
up* there you follow a vaguely rec­ 
tangular aerial course away from 


the training field, and around, and 
eventually back — and this is 
known as “flying the pattern”. 
With a couple of hundred planes 
all flying the pattern at the same 
time, it is inevitable that some of 
them should get bunched up oc­ 
casionally; and whether this hap­ 
pens In the air or on the runways, 
ifs a "rat race”. Or if you want

Not Sure-Fire For Delinquency 
“While these findings are star­ 
tling they don’t of course, prov e 
conclusiv ely that competitiv e sports 
are a sure-fire cure for juv enile 
delinquency," says Thomas, who is 
the Industrial school's recreation 
officer and who has been studying 
the effect* of sports upon character 
since the First World war, when 
he was athletic officer for the 157th 
iBSwitry. 
"Thus far I’v e studied the rec­ 
ord« of hundreds of boys who hav e 
been sentenced to this school In 
four years. In addition I hav e per­ 
sonally interv iewed 70 of the pres­ 
ent boys confined here. 
"About one out of 45 ev er played 
In the simplest kind of a ball game. 
“Not a one of them ev er played 
In an organized league under a 
coach. And none ev er played In an 
organized band or orchestra. 
“Most wayward boys are of the 
’Uwkward type. Their coordination 
Isn’t smooth. 
“I was a high school coach In 
and looking back on those 
days I recall that these were the 
boys who may hav e reported for 
athletic teams but they lacked 
skill. 
Discarded, Must 'Save Face’ 
"Coaches are trying to build 
championship teams. These boys 
aren’t promising material at the 
•tart. So they are discarded. 
"They hav e an urge for recog­ 
nition, howev er, and like Orientals 
they must ‘sav e face’. They seek 
their recognition by turning ‘tough’. 
"At the school we hav e found 
these boys will dev elop Into good 
athletes with practice. 
"Of course, making a ball player 
out of a boy of 15 with a pattern 
of bad behav ior won’t cure him 
ov ernight but It helps Wm.”

ever got into serious trouble with 
I the law. 
Net Sure-Fire For Delinquency 
“W hile these findings are star­ 
tling they don’t of course, prove 
conclusively that competitive sports 
are a sure-fire cure for Juvenile 
delinquency,” says Thomas, who Is 
the Industrial school's recreation 
officer and who has been studying 
the effects of sports upon character 
since the F irst W orld war, when 
He was athletic officer for the 157th 
Sultry. 
“Tinjus far I’ve studied the rec­ 
ords of hundreds of boys who have 
been sentenced to this school In 
four years. In addition I have per­ 
sonally interviewed 70 of the pres­ 
ent boys confined here. 
"About one out of 45 ever played 
-in the simplest kind of a ball game 
“Not a one of them ever played 
In an organized league under 
coach. And none ever played in an 
organized band or orchestra. 
“Most wayward boys are of the 
’Awkward type. Their coordination 
isn't smooth. 
“I was a high school coach in 
’U tah and looking back on those 
days I recall that these were the 
boys who may have reported for 
athletic team s but they lacked 
skill. 
x 
Discarded, Must ‘Save Face* 
“Coaches are trying to build 
championship teams. These boys 
aren’t promising m aterial a t the 
Start. So they are discarded. 
"They have an urge for recog­ 
nition, however, and like Orientals 
they m ust 'save face’. They seek 
their recognition by turning ‘tough’. 
"At the school we have found 
these boys will develop into good 
athletes with practice. 
“Of course, making a ball player 
out of a boy of 15 w ith a pattern 
of bad behavior won’t cure him 
overnight but it helps him." 
Thomas’ findings may result in 
a major change in Colorado junior 
and senior high school athletic pro­ 
grams, and in more organized sand 
lot leagues during the summer. 
In Denver a summer ball pro­ 
gram for 10,000 youths ie under­ 
way and juvenile delinquency is on 
the decline.

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Judge Passes In Cincinnati 


From Ailment Of Heart

CINCINNATI, 
July 
18—Judge 
Gilbert Bettmau of the Ohio lu 
p reme court la dead at 60. 
Judge Bettmau died Friday night 
at Jewish hosp ital where he had 
bhen under treatment for three 
weeks for a heart ailment. 
Elected to Ohio’s highest court 
for a six-year term that began In 
January, 
1941, 
Bettman 
missed 
moat of this year’s session in Col­ 
umbus after being stricken with 
heart disease in February. 
Chief Justice Carl V. Weygandt 
of the Ohio sup reme court exp ress­ 
ed regret up on learning of Bett- 
man’s death, noting that up on com­ 
ing to the bench Judge Bettman 
“p lunged into the discharge of his 
duties with a seal that ov ertaxed 
his strength.” 
Served Under Myers Coop er 
For two terms, from 1929 to 
1982, Judge Bettman was Ohio at­ 
torney general under former Gov. 
Myers Y. Coop er, Cincinnati Rep ub­ 
lican. He was a candidate for the 
17. S. senate in 1932, but was beaten 
by Robert J. Bulkley, Cleveland 
Democrat. 
Gov. John W. Brlcker, who serv ­ 
ed under Bettman as assistant at­ 
torney general, is exp ected to ap ­ 
p oint a successor to serv e until a 
Judge is elected in November. The 
court now is recessed for the sum­ 
mer. 
Election officials said that since 
it;is too late to nominate a candi­ 
date for the court vacancy in the 
AQgust p rimary, the nomination 
wtti hav e to be made by p etition. 
Judge Bettman p robably is re­ 
membered best for his vigorous 
cajeer as attorney general. 
* Won High Court Decision 
Re won a U. S. Sup reme Court 
decision that brought the state fl,- 
671,000 in back state excise taxes 
on gas p ip ed into Ohio and has 
p rovided thousands of dollars of 
state rev enue annually. 
From the Ohio sup reme court he 
obitaiDed a decision p ermitting con- 
stsuction of highways on abandon­ 
ed coal beds, sav ing an estimated 
1 2,000,000. 
’After vote frauds in the 1928 
p rimaries at Cleveland, Bettman 
p rbsecuted 31 p ersons and obtained 
I t conv ictions. 
He also p layed a 
leading role in the long fight by 
Ohio to p rotect Great Lakes water 
leyels from being lowered by di­ 
v ersion in other states. 
Porn in Cincinnati Oct. 81. 1881, 
the son of a clothing manufacturer, 
Bettman was graduated from Har­ 
v ard univ ersity law school In 1907. 
Pe Interrup ted his legal p ractice 
to* v olunteer in the First World 
war and was commissioned a cap ­ 
tain In the military intelligence 
section. A p ioneer In the building 
of the American Legion, he was a 
delegate to all early national Leg­ 
ion conv entions and help ed draft 
the so-called bonus hill in 1920 af­ 
ter which he was made the Legion's 
national 
legislativ e 
committee 
chairman. 
He was Ohio dep art­ 
ment commander in 1922.

Judge Passes In Cincinnati 


from Ailment Of Heart

CINCINNATI, 
July 
18—Judge 
Gilbert Beltmen of the Ohio iii 
prime court ii dead at 60. 
Judge Bettman died Friday night 
a t Jewish hospital where he had 
bfcen andor treatment for three 
Weeki for a heart ailment. 
Elected to Ohio’s highest court 
for a six-year term that began in 
January, 
1941, 
Bettman 
missed 
most of this year’s session in Col 
ambas after being stricken with 
heart disease In February. 
Chief Justice Carl V. Weygandt 
of the Ohio supreme court express­ 
ed regret upon learning of Batt 
man's death, noting that upon com- 
ing to the bench Judge Bettman 
“plunged into the discharge of his 
duties with a seal that overtaxed 
his strength.” 
Served Under Myers Cooper 
For two terms, from 1929 to 
19S2, Judge Bettman was Ohio at 
torney general under former Gov. 
Myers Y. Cooper, Cincinnati Repub­ 
lican. He was a candidate for the 
T7. S. senate in 1932. but was beaten 
by - Robert J. Bulkley, Cleveland 
Democrat. 
Gov. John W. Bricker, who serv­ 
ed; under Bettman as assistant at­ 
torney general, is expected to dp 
paint a successor to serve until a 
judge is elected in November. The 
court now is recessed for the sum­ 
mer. 
Election officials said that since 
lin s too late to nominate a candi­ 
date for the court vacancy in the 
AQgust primary, the nomination 
wOl have to be mads by petition. 
Judge Bettman probably is re­ 
membered best for his vigorous 
career as attorney general. 
• Won High Court Decision 
Re won a U. S. Supreme Court 
decision that brought the state 91,- 
679,000 in back state excise taxes 
on gas piped into Ohio and has 
provided thousands of dollars of 
state revenue annually. 
From the Ohio supreme court he 
obtained a decision permitting con­ 
struction of highways on abandon­ 
ed coal beds, saving an estimated 
1(000,000. 
After vote frauds in the 1928 
primaries at Cleveland, Bettman 
prbsecuted 31 persons and obtained 
IL convictions. 
He also played a 
leading role in the long fight by 
Ohio to protect Great Lakes water 
leyels from being lowered by di­ 
version in other states. 
Rom in Cincinnati Oct. Si. 1881, 
the son of a clothing manufacturer. 
Bettman was graduated from Har­ 
vard university law school in 1907. 
Be interrupted his legal practice 
to* volunteer In the First World 
war and was commissioned a cap­ 
tain in the military intelligence 
section. 
A pioneer in the building 
of the American Legion, he was a 
delegate to all early national Leg­ 
ion conventions and helped draft 
the so-called bonus bill in 1920 af­ 
ter which he was made the Legion’s 
national 
legislative 
committee 
chairman. 
He was Ohio depart­ 
ment commander In 1922.
